THE MOUNTED PCLICE, 


Organized In 1874—Dress and Pay— 
How Recruits Are Taught. 


Regina is the headquarters of the 
mounted police, the barracks being lo- | 


cated on ,the plain outside the city, | 
close to the Government House, which | 
is the official residence of the Lieuten- | 
ant-Governor of the Northwest Terti- | 
torles. It is a very complete estabtish- 
ment, with administration buildings 
residences for the commissioner and th 
other officers, barra for the mer 
guardhouse, not only for delinquents tr 
the force, but als) for prisoners awalt- 
ing trial or removal to the penitentiary, 
riding school, stables, theatre and a 
church. There is a spacious athletic 
ground attached, where cricket, base- 
ball and other games take place, c:fc- 
ket, of course, being the favorite. A 
very spirited game of cricket was in 
progress when the correspondent visit- 
ed the post, and it seemed odd to hear 
Assistant Commissioner Meliree apot- 
ogetically say that the team was some- 
what crippled just now, two of its best 
players being stationed in the Macken- 
zie River eountry, 2,000 miles to the 
north, and above the Arctic circle. 
How Recruits Are Taught. 

There are about 125 men here, not for 
police duty alone, but because this 1s 
the training school of the force. Al 
recruits come here and are driiled, 
taught to ride and Instructed in their 
duties. They are put through what 
might be termed a pretty stiff “course 
of sprouts,’ for the discipline main- 
tained is very rigorous, and, morover, 
their duties are so important and at 
times delicate, requiring the exere se 
of judgment and tact where force would 
be perhaps impossible, that intelligence 
as well as courage. activity and endur- 
ance is an imperative requirement, 

Of course, they must be able to ride 
and shoot well, since their efliciency 
largely depends, and often their lives, 
upon these two accomplishments. In- 
spector F. Church, for 15 years tn the 
English Life Guards, and wh» is re- 
garded as one of the best niding mas- 
ters in the world, trains the recruits 
to ride, 

Mounting a horse which, two years 
ago, was brought in unbroken from the 
prairies, the inspector gave an exhibi- 
tion of both equestiian skill and what 
a horse may be tar t by patience and 
kindness. The spirited animal gallop-
